2. Inventions A (a brake system having a spring clip for a wear system) and 
B (a wear sensor) are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In 
the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed because various clips may be used with the braking sytem. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as wear sensor for a clutch. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: Species las shown in Figure 1 and Species II 
as shown in Figure 8. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
